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EDITOR’S NOTE 


In the compilation of this hymnal the chief desire has been to produce 
a book sufficiently ample in its contents to meet the demands of the Church 
for all purposes of worship, and, at the same time, to provide a book of 
Christian song sufficiently interesting to encourage its use in family worship 


and the social gatherings of the home. 


It has also been the aim of the editor to gather together in one hymnal 
those hymns of the Church and Sunday School of an earlier generation, and the 


best of the more recent hymns now appearing in modern hymnals. 


An original, valuable, and interesting feature of the book is the Anthem 
and Oratorio Selections. These include not only some of the choicest 
selections from the Oratorios, but a wide variety of those anthems which 


formed a large part of the repertoire of the choir of generations ago. 


It is the opinion of many ministers that the usual grouping of hymns 
under subject headings, common to most hymnals, renders unavailable 
many hymns that otherwise would be used. For this reason such a classi- 
fication is intentionally avoided in this book, but a carefully arranged index 
of subjects is supplied to aid the minister in the selection of hymns appro- 
priate to his subject.
